From  22nd  Angmt,  1870  to  28th  July  1871. 


]n  making  this  Report  tho  Committee  are  quite  aware 
that  it  is  due  to  those  who  came  forward  in  the  time  of  need, 
nnd  shewed  their  Bympathy  by  subscribing  largely  to  the 
Fund,  that  a  full  Statement  of  all  the  Proceedings  should  be 
given;  but  as  lull  particulars  of  each  Meeting,  and  all  that, 
has  been  done  by  the  Comnnttee,  would  entail  a  large  a.nount. 
of  expense  in  printing,  they  have  decided  that  a  detailed 
Summary  of  tho  Receipts  and  Expenditure  only  should  be 
given,  and  that  abstracts  of  their  Pi-oceedings  should  be  com- 
piled from  the  Minute  Book,— so  that  whilst  the  Eepoi-t  should 
lie  as  brief  as  possible,  all  essential  information  should  be 
furnished. 


A  meeting  of  tlie  citizens  of  Ottawa  was  called  by  Ah!. 
Fcathcj-slon,  acting  Mayor,  lor  Monday  the  22nd  August,  .n: 
1  lie  City  Hall,  to  express  sympathy  for  the  sufferers  "by  the 
great  tires  of  ihe  ]nist  week,  in  the  Counties  of  Carleton  and 
Ottawa,  and  in  the  Ottawa  District  generally,  and  to  devise 
means  to  alleviate  the  distress  occjiwioned  lliereby. 

The  citizens  generally  nobly  responded  to  the  call  and 
attended  in  large  numbers,  and  w'hcn  tlie  meeting  was  opened, 
there  were  ])resent  amongst  others,  Parliamentary  represent Ji- 
tives,  Memljcrs  ot  the  Dominion  Government,  Aldermen  of  the 
<'ity,  Mill  owners  from  the  Chaudiei-c,  and  leading  citizenw 
generally. 
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,7.  M.  Currior,  I'^sq.,  M.  P.,  was  ap))()inte(l  (/huirman,  himI 
James  Cunningham,  Esq.,  was  roquestotl  to  act  as  Soerotary. 

The  Chairman  having  briefly  oxphiiiied  the  object  of  the

There  are  doubtless  many  references  which  ou^ht  to 
be  embodied  in  tills  Ke[)ort,  which  the  Committee  wouhi  lii;e 
to  see  publihhed,  but  owin^  to  the  length  which  it  has  already 
attained  they  refrain  from  makin*:;  them;  however  they  be^  to 
tonilertlieir  thanks  to  the  Members  of  the  l)ominion(iov<!rnment 
for  the  countenance  and  support  ^iven  by  them,  and  for  their 
individual  subscriptions,  also  to  the  Minister  of  Militia  for  the 
loan  of  lifty  tents  which  were  distributed  amoni;st  the  houseless, 
for  temporary  shelter;  also  to  the  (rovernmunts  and  J^e^isla- 
turos  of  the  Provinces  of  Ontario  and  (^ueticc  i-espcctively,  for 
their  Grants;  also  to  all  those  who  in  any  way  conti'ibuled  to 
the  relief  of  the  sufferers,  either  in  money,  clothin,i(,  blankets, 
food  or  otherwise;  also  to  the  Press  of  the  Donnnion,  foi'  their 
many  kindly  arMcles  which  appeared  in  roforonco  to  the  ^reat 
confla^i-ation,  and  for  the  urgent  appeals  on  behalf  of  the  suf- 
ferers therefrom.  To  the  ladies  especially  do  the  Committee 
feel  grateful  for  the  manner  in  which  they  i)rovided  for  the 
female  portion  of  the  sufferers,  in  under-clothing  and  useful 
ga^'iiients.  iu  conclusion,  the  Committee  beg  to  sta^e  that  it  is 
most  gratifying  to  them  to  hear  such  encouraging  accounts  of 
the  growing  crops  throughout  this  secti  >i'  of  the  country,  and 
especially  irom  those  ])ortions  of  it  th  .t  were  so  fearfully 
devastated  on  the  17th  August  1870.
